Sugar Down a Rat Hole: The head of 
UNRRA in Yugoslavia, who has complete 
authority to receive and distribute food and 
other supplies we send there, is a Russian 
army officer, Major “General Sergeichik. 
When Lehmann was head of UNRRA, he 
asked Tito first to appoint an American, 
then a Britisher. Both were turned down, 
and our Mr. Lehmann accepted the Russian. 
According to UNRRA, we are giving sev- 
enty-two percent of the supplies to Yugo- 
Slavia, the British donating most of the re- 
mainder. An actual check-back to the source 
would probably show a considerably larger 
percentage actually to the credit of America. 

Restricted-and confidéfitial State Depart- 
ment files show that several months ago 
Tito was selling at fancy prices much of 
the goods we donated. Up to mid-May Am- 
erican gifts through UNRRA totaled some 
$450,000,000. Included were 54,000 long 
tons of sugar, which Tito is reported to 
have sold to his people and outsiders at $1.25 
a pound—which meant $135,000,000 for 
Tito’s Red tyranny, The funds have gone 
to his treasury and the Yugoslav Red army. 

The anti-Tito and anti-Communist Serbs 
have had little or no supplies from UNRRA. 
Tito’s excuse has been that he had no trans- 
portation to reach them. UNRRA sent him 
two cargo planes, but there is no record 
yet of their having been used for the pur- 
pose. Tito would come to terms quickly, 
however, if American food were held up. 

Political Foodball: Congressman Gross, 
of Pennsylvania, reports that a Pennsyl- 
vania farmer, selected by his own church to 
go to Poland with a shipment of UNRRA 
horses and heifers, told him: ‘‘The Russians 
take them all. Recipients of breeding ani- 
mals in Poland have to surrender them to 
the Russians.” 

Our American Communists and “liber- 
als” try to use the specious argument that 
for us to cut off food to straighten out 
food’s political misuse is a political use of 
food! The answer to these logic twisters 
should be that we are perfectly willing to 
make a political weapon of food to assure 
the correct use of food and to prevent the 
misuse of food. How these Communists 
love to take advantage of our own prin- 
ciples! Then they laugh, because nothing 
to them is wrong, if it helps their gang to 
power.

the sleepy minds of those who are not 
aroused to the fact that our government 
is being run to benefit Communists all over 
the world. From the very first shipment 
of food by. the UNRRA into Poland it has 
been distributed exclusively by the REDS 
to bring the hungry Polish people to COM- 
MUNISM. When the Americans asked 
to see where the food that we were paying 
for was going, we were insulted and 
the IRON DOOR was closed in our face. 
While this was going on Russia was trading 
our lend lease material to Argentina for beef. 

On July 16 ,1946 the Senate passed a 
bill giving 465 million dollars for UNRRA 
provided that the countries receiving the 
benefits of the fund allow American cor- 
respondents into those countries to see who 
receives the food . 

The State department objected to this 
amendment on the grounds it would ‘offend 
Russia.

This also applies to the noisy judges and 
individuals that are now denouncing the 
K.K.K. and these are the ones that have been 
active for every RED front and Communist 
inspired move in Congress. 


The roots of the KLAN are weak and 
are only given strength by such organiza- 
tions as the C.1.O. They are crowding into 
the South, éncouraging trouble between the 
colored and the white man. The roots of 
Communism go back 150 years and ’ 
have Russian resources and _ U.S. Treasury 
behind it. 

There is more Americanism in the poorest 
K.K.K. than in the most outstanding Com- 
munist in the United States.

OVITCH and they pleaded with our gov- 
ernment to intercede. Stalin knew nothing 
would happen because he had more in- 
fluence in our State department than 400 
Americans could exert. So, the General and 
eight other anti-communist were ‘sent be- 
fore a firing squad and shot in their own 
country by REDS from RUSSIA.
